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In December, New Chauncey Housing, Inc. held an open house at a home they
recently completed a rehab on. The event was held at 818 N. Chauncey Avenue
and had an excellent turnout from the public. As a result of the open house, there
are currently two interested potential buyers who are in the application and income
verification stage of NCHI's process. This will determine if they qualify to purchase
this home.

Additionally, several requests for reimbursement were processed for the public
service agencies benefitting from West Lafayette’s CDBG funds.

Lastly, the Departments of Development and Engineering had discussions about the
next phase of sidewalk projects for 2011. This information will be used to conduct
environmental and section 106 reviews at the state level in the coming months.
